Th* girl had been dead only 
a short time when the body was dis­ 
covered by her parents. 
It is said t h a t Miss Easley, who 
was popular with the younger set in 
her com munity, had attended a party 
Fr day night. 
On Satu rday m orning 
nothing unusual was notice d in her 
manner. 
She appeared to bt happ.i 
and talked with her p arents about 
the party s h e had attended th* night 
before. 
Shortly after noon the young 
l a d \ pi *ked up a pistol from a dresser 
in the living room of her parents, and 
s e c r e t e d it in file folds of her dress. 
die pissed th ru a room in which 
several of the family were talking, 
and laughingly told them “ good-bye.” 
She went about oneh undred yards 
from 
th e house and 
shot 
herself. 
Two shots w ere fired, but only one 
bullet wound was found on the body. 
It is believed th a t Miss Easley fired 
the first shot to learn if th e pistol 
would discharge, and finding it in 
working order, she put th e muzzle 
to her left breast and pulled th e trig ­ 
ger. 
W hen the shots were h e a rd by 
th e people in the house, they rushed 
to w here the girl lay. 
She was dead 
when they reached her. 
It is reported in Decatur the young 
lady left several notes addressed to 
young m en in th e com munity, with 
whom she had been keeping company, 
and two of the young men were asked 
to attend h er funeral.

COCKLEBURRS ARE 
DANGEROUS TO PIG 


Fields infested with cockleburrs 
should not be usi'd for glazing pigs 
in the spring when the cockleburrs 
are sprouting, ad\ises A.. L. W ard, 
swine husbandman of the extension 
service of A. & M. College of Ttxas. 
The most dangerous time is just 
as the cockleburr plant pushes up 
thru the surface of the soil. 
The pigs 
like these young sprouts, which con­ 
tain a poisonous substance which 
results fatally if eaten in sufficient 
quantities. 
Experiments have proven 
that twelve ounces of these sprouts 
contain sufficient poison to kill a 
fifty pound shoat. 
Death usually re­ 
sults quickly, somewhat like sorghum 
poisoning of cattle. 
When pigs are first affected, the 
entire bunch should be removed to a 
dry lot for a short time, where they 
should be given whole milk, grease 
or lard. 
The surest preventative is 
to keep pigs from fields infested with 
the burrs until the plants reach a 
height of four to six inches. 
The 
plants at this stage lose the poison­ 
ous properties.
